West Elizabeth Bridge Company's TUG AID tokens 
by Rich Bottles Jr. 



About 30 years ago, a small hoard of the 29mm octagonal brass WEST 
ELIZABETH BRIDGE CO. FOOT PASSENGER tokens was discovered in the 
Pittsburgh area. Most of the tokens were the common variety, cataloged as West 
Elizabeth 965 C in the Atwood book, but a few of the tokens had a mysterious 
counterstamp on the otherwise blank reverse, which read “TUG AID” (i.e., 965 K). 

Thanks to the journals kept by John William Lynch, who worked at the Elizabeth 
Marine Ways from 1898 to 1925, we can now understand a little bit about the 
counterstamp. The Elizabeth Marine Ways was a boat yard on the Monongahela River, 
near the West Elizabeth Bridge, where steamboats were built and repaired. Mr. Lynch 
began his career at the yard as a laborer, but worked his way up to supervisor. You can 
read more of his journal at:

An important part of the steamboat construction and repair business was the use 
of tug boats to maneuver and rescue the boats in and around the Marine Ways. One of 
these tug boats was named “Tug Aid.” According to the aforementioned website, Tug 
Aid was in commission as early as June 15, 1912, although Mr. Lynch doesn’t mention 
this particular tug being in action until a June 6, 1913 entry in his journal. He wrote that 
the Pittsburgh Fire Department saved the Steamer Charles Brown from becoming a total 
loss in a fire and that “the Brown was taken to the Walton yard Friday June 6,1913 by the 
Tug Aid - her engines hauled off and the Engines of the Iron Age put on her.” 

Ironically, Mr. Lynch only mentions the Tug Aid one other tune, less than a year 
later, when he wrote: “The tugboats Wasp and Aid burnt to water Wednesday night at 
9:00 P.M. March 18,1914, they were tied up together after work hours at the Walton 
Yard, as we called it then. Dock # 6 yard - Harve Johnson was Captain and Pilot.” 

From these entries we can ascertain that the so-called Tug Aid tokens were 
probably used for passage across the West Elizabeth Bridge by the sailors who worked 
aboard the Tug Aid from at least the period between 1912 and 1914. It wouldn’t be 
surprising if the Tug Aid tokens were used after the boat burned, being put into use as 
regular Foot Passenger tokens rather than being thrown out by the bridge company. Did 
any of the other tug boat crews, such as those upon the Tug Wasp and the Tug Clairton, 
have their own West Elizabeth Bridge Co. counterstamped tokens? I guess we’ll have to 
wait and fmd out with the discovery of the next hoard.

Santa-Bana Cigar Wholesaler Tokens

Most Pennsylvania exonumists are familiar with R&W Jenkinson as prolific Civil 
War Storecard issuers, but many collectors find it surprising that the company was still in 
business - and still issuing tokens - well into the 20th Century. In fact, R&W Jenkinson is 
one of the few civil war token issuers of Allegheny County who distributed any other type 
of exonumia. 

Pittsburgh-area collectors who appreciate the fact that they can have a companion 
piece to the standard Jenkinson civil war tokens (Allegheny City 13E) in their collections 
can thank a marketing promotion Rom an obscure cigar manufacturer. 

Not much is known about the company that manufactured the Santa-Bana cigars 
in the early 20th century, but the company obviously offered its wholesale agents an 
advertising opportunity that not only promoted Santa-Bana cigars but also served as a 
storecard for their agents’ tobacco stores. Internet searches for background information 
on Santa-Bana cigars seem to always come up empty. 

In addition to the R&W Jenkinson Santa-Bana cigar token, which is listed as 
PITTSBURGH T-X in Herman Aquas’s PA merchant token catalog, there are at least 
four other Santa-Bana cigar token issuers from the United States. 

All the Santa-Bana tokens are 32mm, reeded, round, aluminum, and have a 
common reverse inscription which reads: THIS CHECK WILL BE REDEEMED BY 
ANY DEALER / GOOD FOR / ONE / SANTA-BANA / CIGAR. The personalized 
obverse inscriptions of the five known issuers are as follows: 

1) . CHARLES E. STULTS & CO. / WHOLESALE / AGENTS / SAVANNAH, GA. 

2) . THE A. KIEFER DRUG CO. / WHOLESALE / AGENTS / INDIANAPOLIS, IND. 

3) . THE R. & W. JENKINSON CO. / WHOLESALE / AGENTS / PITTSBURG, PA. 

4) . HEIDENHEIMER, STRASSBURGER & CO. / WHOLESALE / AGENTS / 


AUSTIN, TEXAS. 

5). W. H. MILLER CO. / WHOLESALE / AGENTS / MILWAUKEE, WIS.
